Greetings  from  the  Bluegrass  Stale, 

In  the  last  Bugle  1  told  you  I  would  bring  you  up 
to  date  as  much  as  possible  on  the  new,  upcoming 
Art  Bar  Guide  Book. 

There  will  be  Volume  1  (same  as  the  Fifth  Edi¬ 
tion  up  to  1991,  with  minor  corrections  and  the  CEECO  Bars  printed  in 
color).  This  book  has  been  printed,  but  has  not  been  bound  in  any  way. 
We  are  holding  this  up  until  Volume  2,  which  starts  where  the  Fifth  Edi¬ 
tion  leaves  off  and  is  up  to  dale  as  much  as  possible,  is  ready.  We  also  want 
to  include  (in  both  books)  interviews  with  folks  who  produce  bars.  Such 
as  Money  Company  and  any  others  who  will  participate.  The  two  volumes 
will  be  offered  3-hole  drilled  for  3-ring  binders,  as  well  as  spiral  bound.

(researching,  phone  calls,  letters,  etc.)  and  1  will  assemble  all  their  input 
into  the  book  and  print  them.  Nancy  Yee  has  taken  on  the  larger  ones. 
Without  the  help  of  these  folks  1  could  not,  and  would  not,  attempt  to 
publish  .  .  .  Thanks! 

Garrett  Burke  is  designing  covers,  which  will  include  our  club  name 
and  logo.  1  was  hesitant  to  do  this  in  the  beginning,  but  at  our  officers 
meeting  in  Tucson,  all  the  officers  there  agreed  to  having  this  put  on  the 
cover.  They  felt  it  would  promote  the  club  as  well. 

As  a  token  of  appreciation,  club  members  will  receive  a  discount  on 
purchasing  the  books,  or  perhaps  a  percentage  of  member  purchases  will 
go  to  the  club  treasury.  This  will  be  decided  later. 

No  price  structure  has  been  established  at  this  time,  but  because  of  the 
limited  (but  growing)  market  they  will  be  a  little  pricy.  1  have  heard  that  a 
person  paid  $200  for  a  Fifth  Edition  book  off  Ebay. 

My  target  date  for  release  is  November  2,  at  our  Indianapolis  Conven¬ 
tion  this  year.
